The cause of the explosion is un­ 
known, but Olchofski allegers that it 
was the work of enemies he made dur­ 
ing political and church 
disputes in 
that section, he being one of the prin­ 
cipals in troubles which led to a split 
in the Polish Catholic 
congregation. 
Olchofski was seriously injured in sav­ 
ing his wife, and his recovery is doubt­ 
ful.

firemen kept the flames from spread­ 
ing.
